fiberglass and polyethylene tanks for 
agricultural use. 
The action will offer the firm ad­ 
ditional capital at a low interest rate. 
Municipal bonds have a lower interest 
rate than bank loans. 
John Fisher, an associate of Peck, 


Shaffer and W illiams, a Cincinnati law- 
firm which prepared the arrangem ents 
for the issuance of the revenue bonds, 
attended Wednesday’s meeting 
Fisher explained to Council m embers 
that through the issuance of bonds, the 
city is actually offering the industry its 
ability to borrow money at a tax- 
exempt rate of interest. 
He said the lease agreement between 
the city and Raven Industries will be 
equal to the debt service on the notes. 
All real estate taxes will also be paid 
according to the lease agreement. 
Fisher explained that the city is

because the bonds would be guaranteed 
by the state industrial development 
fund. 
The Cincinnati attorney also pointed 
out the city will not be liable should the 
industry default on its debt payments 
since the action would be turned over a 
trustee. The Provident Bank of Cin­ 
cinnati will serve as the trustee 
“ In effect, the city will become a 
landlord,’’ Fisher explained. 
Fisher requested that the rules on 
both pieces of legislation be suspended 
and the m easures be approved as 
emergencies in order that the un­ 
derwriters could sell the bonds im­ 
mediately. The request was granted

Pierre Morganti. mayor of Ogliastro, 
attracted nationwide attention with his 
squad of volunteers who chase after 
nudists on the village beach to daub 
them with blue paint. Morganti’s action 
has 
aroused 
controversy 
between 
conservatives who applaud him and 
others who accuse him of violating civil 
liberties. 


The government of President Valery 
Giscard d ’Estaing has thus far avoided 
taking a stand on the issue. Chances 
are it will come down on the side of per­ 
missiveness, in line with a recent 
decision to abolish film and theater 
censorship and bar only minors under 
18 from hard-core pornography. 


Despite occasional outbursts of in­ 
dignation among right-wing Gaullists 
and in traditionally conservative areas 
such as Corsica, municipalities all 
along France’s Mediterranean, Atlan­ 
tic and Channel coasts are one by one 
giving up the struggle against public 
nudism. 
In a departure from the straight- 
laced attitudes of his two predecessors, 
Giscard d ’Estaing has let it be known 
that he does not approve of gendarmes 
who hide behind sand dunes to ambush 
nude bathers and march them off to 
jail. But since local authorities have 
much freedom in establishing their own 
by-laws, total nudism is still banned in 
the biggest and most prominent beach 
resorts.

Council m embers John E. Rhoads 
and Donald E. Wood said they were 
prepared Wednesday night to sponsor a 
motion to have legislation prepared to 
eliminate one-half of the city’s present 
one per cent income tax effective 
October I 
Wood originally proposed the income 
tax reduction at the June 25 meeting 
and has now been joined in the effort’by 
Rhoads. 


Council imposed a one per cent in­ 
come tax by a 5-2 vote effective April I 
in an attempt to overcome a financial 
pinch. Rhoads opposed the measure.

think 
we 
should 
consider 
the 
proposal while we’re reviewing our 
budget and if it’s feasible let’s act on 
it," Wood stated 
The discussion on the income tax 
reduction 
began 
while 
the 
city’s 
legislators were pondering initiative 
petitions which are being circulated in 
an attempt to repeal the income tax 
ordinance. 
"T here’s 
a 
possibility 
that 
the 
(repeal) petitions would be rescinded if 
we reduce the income tax," Rhoads 
said 


Rhoads also pointed out that the city 
"should 
forget" 
about 
asking 
Washington C H - voters to renew two 
tax levies at the November general 
election 
"In my opinion we should seriously 
consider the income tax reduction and 
forget about the expiring tax levies." 
he said. 
City Council chairm an Ralph Cook 
suggested that the city’s legislators 
hold either a work session or special 
meeting to consider the m atters.

C O LU M B U S, Ohio (AP) — The influx 
of students entering the labor market 
for permanent or summer jobs boosted 
Ohio’s unemployment rate by nearly 
one per cent in June, the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services has reported.

The House-Senate 
committee 
recommended

court set a maximum fee of one-third of 
a claimants settlement for attorneys at 
the common pleas court level. 
Under a new collateral source rule, 
personal benefits would be deducted 
from malpractice legal settlements 
only when the claimant did not pay 
directly or indirectly for the benefits, 
such as for workmen's compensation or 
welfare payments. 
The Senate version of the collateral

The company refused to issue such a 
statement. 
Because of this refusal, the union can 
only believe that the company plans 
disciplinary action and a number of 
employes are to be fired. After all, if 
the company was not going to fire 
committeemen and others, they surely 
would not mind saying so in writing. 
The company statement indicated 
that this threat of discharge of em­ 
ployes should be tabled and more 
important matters discussed. 
The loss of jobs by discharge is a very 
important matter to the union and little 
progress toward a settlement of this 
dispute can occur until we receive 
assurance that our members will not be 
discharged.

organization is dedicated to turning 
people’s natural fascination for fires 
into community service. 
“ It s almost an inbred quality in 
people,” he says. “ They have an 
aversion to fires, but at the same time 
are fascinated by them. We’ll go out of 
our way to watch one. Most of us have 
spent lots of money on expensive radio 
equipment so we can be as informed as 
possible 
“ Maybe it’s the little child in us 
coming out, but when we see the local 
firemen save a lumber company, it s 
more thrilling than a baseball game 
But we want to do more than just 
watch. We want to help.” 


Volunteers in 66 local organizations 
provide various types of service, from 
making coffee and food available to 
firemen on the scene of a blaze to gen­ 
eral advice. An engineer might assist in 
equipment design or a lawyer give 
informal legal advice. Van Dyke said

The 68-year-old white woman still has 
the child, and, to little Monique, she* is 
the only mother the black youngster 
has ever known. 
Mrs. Ducharm said the couple told 
her they were in show business and 
would be back for Monique in three 
weeks. She said they left two baby 
suits, an extra diaper and $100 
She said that when Monique was 
three months old. her mother called to 
say she was in a Las Vegas jail for 
stabbing her husband One year later, 
she came back to see the child That 
was almost five years ago and she 
hasn’t returned, Mrs. Ducharm said, 
“ We sit and watch television and 
have ice cream cones at night,’’ Mrs, 
Ducharm says of Monique “ And every 
night she says, ‘Good night* Mother I 
love you. I love you. Mother.’’ 
Mrs. Ducharm, a widow with three 
grown daughters, lives in a trailer 
home. Her only income is $125 a month 
from Social Security and $75 a month 
from the sale of a house.

I have been presenting this arts page 
for close to four months now. at

extent Anyway, due to an experience 
which happened to me earlier in the 
week I must admit I'm mighty proud to 
live here, although it s been only two 
years and my roots stem from more 
exciting towns, having grown up in 
Cleveland, lived awhile in Los Angeles 
and generally traveled all over the 
country. 
It was last Sunday evening I was 
sitting outside with 
my 
two dogs 
watching everything acquire a golden 
glow as the sun started its descent in 
the west I lit a cigarette and began 
questioning my life, my future, my 
purpose and whether or not I was 
fulfilling any niche’ in the cosmic order 
of things I guess I was bored. 
I motioned to the dogs it was time to 
go inside when I faintly heard the 
telephone ringing It was Sgt. Luther 
Anderson of 
the 
Washington 
C H 
Police Department He told me there 
were seven people consisting of a man 
and wife, the m an ’s mother and the 
couple’s four daughters ranging in age 
from 
8-12, who were en route to 
Maryland, but stranded in town for the 
night without accommodations and he 
asked if I knew where they could be 
housed for the evening I told him I d 
call him back and proceeded to check 
with more knowledgeable persons in 
town, but no one seemed to be home, so 
when I returned the call I told Luther 
my apartm ent was small, but we could 
make do. I would be down in a few 
minutes to get them. 
The whole incident flooded me with 
memories of being cold and hungry and 
worst of all lonely while I was traveling 
through the west in 1972 in an attempt 
to 
find 
work 
as 
a 
journalist 
in 
California. Many times I felt I couldn’t 
take it anymore and wanted to head 
back home and sit with familiar faces 
who I didn’t have to constantly prove 
my trust, honesty and worthiness to in 
an attempt to remove their natural 
delusions of paranoia so prevalent in 
today’s society. It was during these 
times the good I had done thus far in 
m> life cam e back to me which was the 
most important lesson I was to learn 
during my travels - during my life. 
During these times someone would 
appear, usually saying. “ Wow, you’ve 
got Ohio license plates and you’re a 
long way from home Do you need a hot 
meal, a shower, a warm place to 
sta y ? ” And now, three years later, I 
still keep in touch with the many good 
people who took me in and re-kindled 
my slipping confidence, making me 
feel secure once again * giving me the 
strength to travel on. 
So, I went ot the police station and 
met the John Gosnell family. After they 
had some dinner at my place and the 
children were put to bed, sleeping on 
sofas and the floor. John and I sat up in 
the 
night 
smoking 
cigarettes 
and 
drinking coffee, discussing the many 
events which brought him to my S. 
Fayette Street rest-stop. 
He had had an operation in his 
Baltimore. 
Md., 
hometown 
which 
turned out to be more complicated than 
expected. When he was well enough to 
return to work, his job had been filled 
by someone else. It was at this time he 
decided to gather up his family and 
pursue a job opening out west and get a 
new start. 
Money was tight and a crippling blow 
was dealt when their rented car, 
overloaded with possessions necessary 
to re-locate and seven people, reached 
their 
destination 
and 
anticipated 
employment opportunity didn’t pan 
out. In despair they turned around to 
head back. 
in Colorado the car with all the 
possessions was stolen and the family 
set out in a snowstorm hitch-hiking 
with just the clothes on their backs. 
They were given aid in the towns they 
passed through by such organizations 
as the Salvation Army, various police 
departments and private citizens who 
were moved by the family’s story, but 
as John put it, “ Many times we wound 
up in a town we would have liked to 
settle 
in, 
but 
the 
organizations 
dedicated to helping transients knew it 
was easier to buy a bus ticket than to 
find a man housing,a job, so we were 
always hurried on our way again.” 
Many of John’s stories made me 
question what some people felt “ aid” 
really was. There were times they were 
given a room, but had to shoo the rats 
out first and brush the cockroaches out 
of the bed before lying down to get 
much needed rest. In one such place, 
John told of staying up all night 
propped against the room door in an 
effort to keep the drunks, who con­ 
stantly banged against it, from getting 
in. 
But, there were good times too. One 
of his favorite stories were coming 
across a Hilton Hotel in the middle of 
nowhere and talking the newly ap­ 
pointed m anager into giving up one of 
the 500 rooms - many of them vacant 
to them for free. The m anager fell on 
the floor laughing and 
then 
John 


motioned his band of wary troopers 
inside and it suddenly wasn’t so funny. 
The 
m anager 
then 
summoned 
a 
chauffeur and told him to take the 
family in fhe Hilton Cadillac to the 
nearest ham burger joint for a meal 
“ I II never forget the look on those 
people’s faces in the fast-food carry-out 
when the big black car pulled up and we 
in our rags, entered dirty and road 
weary, ordered ham burgers and were 
then wisked away back to the Hilton!” 
John exclaimed laughing. 
John will have a favorite story to tell 
about Washington C H also A story of 
how the “Community with a Smile,” as 
the sign states on the CCC-Highway- 
NW leading into town proved to him 
and his family the smile was no facade, 
for 
it 
provided 
real 
friendship, 
brotherhood and help 
The following day - we stopped 
talking as the sun cast everything in 
blue while making its ascent 
and 
decided to get some rest - I ran an 
article in Coffee Break explaining the 
family’s plight and need of donations 
and 
clothing. 
The 
response 
was 
overwhelming! Clean clothes which fit 
all seven mem bers were brought to the 
city 
fire 
department, 
along 
with 
donations 
totaling 
over 
$50. 
The 
Fayette County Welfare Department 
came up with food money and Lt. Cecil 
Seaman of the Washington C H Fire 
Department even found an afternoon 
job for John, painting porches which 
allowed him to make his own way 
financially, re-kindling his own self- 
worth and value 
It became apparent after two days 
and two nights my apartment wasn’t 
large enough to house eight people and 
two dogs and Ralph and Hazel M er­ 
chant stepped into the picture, offering 
their huge farm to the group so they 
could have sleeping accommodations 
and some country peace and quiet 
before resuming their trip. 
The fam ily decided to travel on 
W ednesday afternoon, feeling more 
refreshed and much more confident 
than before. The clothing which they 
could not use or carry with them will be 
given to the United Churches Clothing 
Fund, which was the largest clothing 
contributor. This story is a rath er in­ 


formal “ thank you” to all who helped 
out 
many did not leave their names * 
and as I type this final paragraph I 
wonder where John and his wife Pat, 
his mother and the four children are

Daniel Boone was captured by Indians 
and

en­ 
thusiastically

prisoners 
began to question his loyalty, 
There was nothing wrong with Daniel 
Boones patriotism 
he was just 
having a good time. Boone dearly loved 
the wild life of the American frontier. 
The wilderness was cruel to Boone at 


times Indians tortured one of his sons 
to death They cut off his brother’s head 
while Daniel was running for his own 
life a few yards away .Another son died 
of an Indian bullet in the last battle of 
the Revolution 
But it was good to him, too. 
It 
provided a living A good hunter could 
bring in several hundred deerskins in a 
season, with the m arket price some­ 
times as high as $5 dollars a skin 
And a man could breathe in the 


wilderness Life close to nature was the 
next thing to heaven for Daniel Boone 
Two hundred years 
ago, 
as the 
American 
Revolution began, 
Boone 
was building Boonesborough, K y.f after 
cutting the Wilderness Road which 
opened the great American interior to 
settlement 
Boone was the complete Founding 
Father He explored the land, blazed 
the tra il, led in settlers, was elected to 
the provisional legislature that in itia lly 


governed the new te rrito ry, and in 
troduced one of the first laws enacted in 
Kentucky, a b ill to protect the w ildlife 


Then he did something which made 
him different from most explorers, the 
thing which made English America 
different. He went back and got his 
fa m ily The frontier would be home 


Despite his reputation, Boone didn’t 
enjoy fighting Indians He liked them 
But when it came to fighting, he could 


outshout, outrun or outsm art just about 
anyone on the frontier 
Boone was a great soldier in one of 
the little known but dirtiest theaters of 
the Revolution, the western front where 
B ritish officers and renegades led In­ 
dians against settlers 
While hunting food for a saltm aking 
party, Boone was captured in 1778 by 
Shawnees Heading for Boonesborough 
Knowing the outpost was unprepared 
and could not survive the attack, Boone 


talked the Indians into settling for the 
salt party instead and then talked his 
companions into surrendering to save 
the settlement 
The brave pioneers so impressed 
their captors that the Indians adopted 
them Bfw>ne became the son of Chief 
Blackfish

Time pressure 


faces solons

vacation in August and oil price con­ 
trols due to expire Aug. 31, the Ford 
administration and the legislators are 
facing time pressure in their efforts to 
agree on U.S. energy policy. 


Republican 
congressional 
sources 
say Ford later this week may offer a 
compromise plan that would achieve 
the administration’s goal of boosting 
petroleum prices. At the same time, 
such a compromise would meet the 
demands 
of 
many 
congressional 
Democrats that the price escalation be 
carried out over a longer period of time 
than 
previously 
proposed 
by 
the 
President. 


Meanwhile, the House leadership 
was to decide today whether an at­ 
tempt should be made to override 
Ford’s veto earlier this week of a bill 
that would have extended existing 
price controls and imposed new con­ 
trols. 


The vetoed bill would continue the 
$5.25 price ceiling on old oil and also 
would roll back new oil prices to $11.28 
a barrel from the current unregulated 
world market price of around $13. 
Old oil is from wells producing no 
more than their 1972 levels and makes 
up about 60 per cent of U.S. production. 
The $5.25 price ceiling expires Aug. 31, 
and it is widely anticipated that any 
sudden end to price controls would 
quickly drive up consumer costs for 
petroleum products. The House earlier 
this week killed Ford’s plan to allow old 
oil prices to rise gradually over a 30- 
month period. 
Meanwhile, the House Rules Com­ 
mittee cleared the way for a floor vote 
on a Senate-passed bill to extend the 
price-control law until March I, 1976.

of a decline in unemployment until the 
economy shows definite signs of an 
upsurge. 
"The problem is with the hirers.

Taft, Glenn agree 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ohio Sens. 
Robert Taft Jr., a Republican, and 
John Glenn, a Democrat, both voted 
with the majority Wednesday as the 
Senate agreed 76-20 to limit debate on 
the bill for a 10-year extension of the 
Voting Rights Act. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill 
hailed as one that 
would 
protect 
Ohioans from invasions of privacy by 
state and local governments cleared 
the Senate without dissent Wednesday. 
Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, 
said 
his 
measure 
would 
prohibit government data banks from 
having “ exclusive and secret control 
over 
personal 
and 
sensitive 
in­ 
formation about Ohio citizens.” 
The bill, which now goes to the 
House, is designed after the Federal 
Privacy Act of 1975, and will balance 
the government’s need to have certain 
information about citizens with the 
citizens’ right to privacy, the senator 
said. 


It sets up a central registry at the 
state level and requires the Depart­ 
ment of Administrative Services to 
draft rules and regulations saying what 
types of information can be retained in­ 
state data banks. At the same time, an 
Ohio Personal 
Information 
Control 
Board is created to do the same for 
local governments. 
Aronoff said the legislation requires 
that 
any 
information 
kept 
about 
citizens be accurate, relevant, and up- 
to-date, and provides that citizens have 
the right to inspect their own records 
and 
to 
make 
amendments 
and 
corrections in them. The bill contains 
both civil 
and 
criminal 
remedies 
against persons abusing the system.

telligence officials say both the Israelis 
and the Egyptians have been playing a 
dangerous game of military moves to 
strengthen their negotiating positions. 


These officials are concerned that 
one side or the other might go too far in 
military gestures and trigger an out­ 
break of fighting, even though neither 
apparently wants it to happen 


The Egyptian decision Wednesday to 
renew 
the mandate of the United 
Nations peacekeeping force in the Sinai 
is expected to defuse tension along that 
front, at least for now. 


But U.S. analysts are worried that 
the potential for a military spasm may 
increase if Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s efforts to arrange another 
Israeli troop pullback in the Sinai 
should drag on or fail. 
The Israelis reportedly called up 
about 7,000 military reservists after the 
Egyptians indicated last week that they 
might not agree to an extension of the 
U N. force in the buffer zone separating 
Egyptian and Israeli forces.

Bus drivers, tax drivers and gas 
station attendants across the country 
are 
demanding 
“ exact 
change, 
please,” these days and officials say 
the move has caused a sharp drop in 
the number of robberies. 


“ It’s made all the difference in the 
world,” said John Askers, director of 
operations for the Louisville, Ky., area 
transit system. 


Askers said the exact-change system 
went into effect in 1968. “ We had 
holdups and robberies prior to that. We 
haven’t had any since except for some 
operators who were held up and their 
own money taken. Now, we have issued 
orders that they not carry any money 
at all, even in their wallet.” 


An Associated Press survey showed 
the exact-change system started on 
public transit facilities and spread to 
taxicabs, gas stations and all-night 
grocery stores. Taxi drivers generally 
carry no more than $5 in change; gas 
stations and groceries limit the amount 
of money on hand in cash late at night 
so that sales people do not have to open 
a safe. 


What happens if you don’t have the 
right change? Practices vary from city 
to city. Some public transit systems 
give 
scrip 
in 
change, 
allowing 
passengers to get their extra money 
back at a central office. Some sell 
books of tickets. In many places, 
however, you’re simply out of luck 
unless you can find another passenger 
who will give you change.

Rhodes remarks during a weekend of 
rioting sparked by U.S. military ac­ 
tivity in Cambodia aggravated a tense 
situation that ended in 13 seconds of 
Guard gunfire May 4, 1970 
The governor is one of 41 defendants, 
including former Kent State President 
Robert White, ex Adj. Gen. Sylvester 
Del Corso, ex-Guard Brig Gen. Robert 
Canterbury and 37 present or former 
guardsmen.

guardsmen’s attempts to break up a 
noontime antiwar rally, killed four 
students and wounded nine. 
One of the wounded, Robert Stamps, 
has testified he heard Rhodes make the 


comments on a radio news broadcast 
But under cross-examination, Stamps 
admitted he could not be sure whether 
he heard the governor’s voice or that ot 
a commentator paraphrasing Rhodes 
remarks.

N EW YO RK (A P ) — Following a 
path blazed by three states, New York 
tonight gives its state lottery a tryout 
on TV in a live half-hour show with the 
highest total payoffs ever — more than 
$3 million. 
The commercially sponsored show is 
being hosted by Monty Hall, star of 
A BC ’s high-rated “ Let’s Make a Deal .” 
State lottery officials hope this venture 
also gets high ratings and boosts lottery 
ticket sales. 
WABC-TV here is producing and 
broadcasting the show, which is being 
aired on six other stations elsewhere in 
the state. 
Overlooked in the advance hoopla 
surrounding this program is an ap­ 
parent question of whether state lottery 
officials gave other TV stations a fair 
crack 
at 
producing 
tonight’s 
proceedings. 
A spokeswoman for the state lottery 
in Albany says WABC, owned by the 
ABC Television network, went to her 
agency and said it was interested in 


producing the show, which she says is 
considered a pilot for a possible weekly 
lottery drawing series on TV in New 
York State.

The Second District Court of A ppals 
in Dayton has issued a ruling on a case 
stemming from an automobile accident 
in Oct., 1969 in which four persons were 
killed, including all three members of a 
Fayette County family 
The suite was filed by Harry Wolfe, 
New Holland, the driver and sole oc 
cupant of one of the vehicles involved 
He 
had 
sought 
$175,(KH) 
as 
com 
pensation for injuries suffered in the 
two vehicle collision 
The defendant in the case was Jack 
B McKtrgan, Ohio 207, father of Randy 
B 
McKirgan, who drove the other 
vehicle and was fatally injured 
The 
defendant was the owner of the car 
Although Fayette county Common 
Ideas Court Judge Evelyn W Coffman 
ruled in 1973 that there was no suf­ 
ficient evidence to sustain the plain 
tiff's case, the decision was appealed to 
the Second District Court of Appeals 
which upheld the lower court ruling 
Wolfe stated in his petition < filed Dec 
IO, 1971) that the defendant’s car had 
been operated in a negligent manner, 
and since the defendant knew his son to 
be an unsafe driver, he too was liable 
for damages. 
The plaintiff cited a long list of in­ 
juries sustained in the mishap, some of 
which were said to be permanently 
disabling He was hospitalized for somo 
time following the accident. 
In addition to 20-year-old Randy, his 
wife Lucille, 18, their four-month old 
son 
Ricky, 
and

A Suntan Requires Patience 
The time has come again to 
warn readers about the joy and 
the hazards of sunbathing. I am 
always amazed by the number 
of letters from readers who 
describe their ghastly ex­ 
perience with a severe sunburn 
that ‘ ruined my holiday.” 
Despite repeated warnings by 
doctors and 
health 
officials 
there are people who continue to 
overexpose 
them selves 
to 
sunlight on the first day of a 
holiday. 
When the sunlight is intense it 
takes only a few minutes to 
launch the tanning process. 
From then on, gradual in­ 
creases in the time of exposure 
each day give one a satisfactory 
tan without the needless pain of 
a severe burn. 
It is often forgotten that sun 
reflected off the sea and sand, 
even on mildly cloudy day, may 
penetrate the skin and burn it. 
Protective creams and lotions 
serve an important function. 
Many people, however, develop 
a false sense of security that 
these products will protect them 
from all degrees of intense 
sunlight. Consequently, they 
chance getting a severe burn 
while getting a rapid tan. 
Sensible 
tanning 
takes 
patience. 
For cosmetic reasons, many 
women today are avoiding the 
sun completely. It is thought 
that constant exposure dries the 
skin and produces premature 
wrinkles. 
An additional thought about 
safety must be mentioned. 


People who tend to develop 
crusting or ulceration of the 
skin should plan their sunning 
with their doctors’ direction. 
The relationship between 
constant penetrating sunburns 
and superficial cancer of the 
skin, especially in fair-skinned 
people, is given a great deal of 
credence these days. Again, this 
is a m atter for individual 
consultation with the doctor.

Canton 
freezes 
gas rates 


CANTON, Ohio (AP) — Canton has 
frozen East Ohio CJas Co. rates at their 
1974 level and the utility said Tuesday it 
would appeal the action to the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
Mayor Stanley Cmich signed the 
emergency legislation bringing about 
the freeze 
Council also passed a 
resolution appropriating $30,000 to pay 
legal and technical costs involved 
The PUCO, according to chairman C. 
Luther Heckman, can modify, uphold 
or change the rates 
The City of Akron had earlier taken 
similar action on 
East Ohio rate 
requests. 
Heckman, in Columbus, said the 
freezing of rates by ordinance would 
have been unusual a couple of years 
ago but was now becoming com­ 
monplace. 
“ In the past, the utilities and a 
municipality usually worked the rates 
out among themselves and we were not 
involved,” Heckman said. “That’s not 
true today.” 
Canton City Solicitor Harry E. Klide 
led the drive to freeze the rates at their 
April 1974 figure. Another portion of the 
ordinance sets the 
purchased gas 
adjustment clause at its June 1974 rate. 
East Ohio has 41,146 residential 
customers in Canton. It sold about $27 
million worth of gas in the city in 1974.

House backs strong 
rape protection bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP> 
The House 
has given resounding support to a bill 
aimed at strengthening rape laws by 
encouraging the prosecution of rapists 
and protecting the reputations of their 
victims. 
The bill was approved 98-0 and 
returned to the Senate for concurrence. 
If the upper chamber agrees with the 
House version, the plan will be for­ 
warded to Gov. James A Rhodes for 
immediate enactment. 
Rep Virginia Aveni, D-17 Cleveland, 
the House sponsor said forcible rape 
had increased among violent crimes 
nationwide by 200 per cent since 1974. 
“ A woman’s life is shaped by the 
perpetual threat of rape,” Mrs. Aveni 
said. She argued the affect of the 
current law "is often to put the victim 
on trial rather than the accused.” 


Supporters of a tougher rape law, like 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown who 
drafted the bill and Senate sponsor 
Marigene Valiquette, D-U Toledo, say 
that most victims never report assaults 
because they fear em barrassing 
courtroom situations. 


The Senate-approved bill would in 
most cases prohibit details of a victim ’s 
sexual past from being introduced as 
evidence by the defense during a trial. 
Women would also no longer have to 
prove that they physically resisted 
their attacker. 
It would establish a mandatory five- 
year sentence for a second offense with 
no opportunity for probation or parole. 
Assaults on youngsters under 13 would 
bring a minimum IO years in prison on 
second conviction. 
Victims could hire their own lawyers 
to represent them in court, in addition 
to government prosecutors who handle 
rape cases under current law 


Debate focused on the restrictions 
against evidence concerning a victim ’s 
sexual history 
Mrs 
Aveni won support for an 
amendment removing a section that 
would have permitted the defense to 
challenge a victim ’s credibility based 
on her sexual conduct. 
“ We are breaking very new ground in 
the legal process," contended Rep 
Richard H Finan, R-19 Cincinnati, who 
voted against the amendment. "To

Municipal bonds have a lower interest 
rate than bank loans. 
John Fisher, an associate of Peck, 


Shaffer and Williams, a Cincinnati law 
firm which prepared the arrangements 
for the issuance of the revenue bonds, 
attended Wednesday’s meeting. 
Fisher explained to Council members 
that through the issuance of bonds, the 
city is actually offering the industry its 
ability to borrow money at a tax- 
exempt rate of interest. 
He said the lease agreement between 
the city and Raven Industries will be 
equal to the debt service on the notes 
All real estate taxes will also be paid 
according to the lease agreement. 
Fisher explained that the city is 
under 
no 
financial 
responsibility 
because the bonds would be guaranteed 
by the state industrial development 
fund. 
The Cincinnati attorney also pointed 
out the city will not be liable should the 
industry default on its debt payments 
since the action would be turned over a 
trustee. The Provident Bank of Cin­ 
cinnati will serve as the trustee. 
“ In effect, the city will become a 
landlord,’’ Fisher explained. 
Fisher requested that the rules on 
both pieces of legislation be suspended 
and the measures be approved as 
emergencies in order that the un­ 
derwriters could sell the bonds im­ 
mediately.

Pierre Morganti, mayor of Ogliastro, 
attracted nationwide attention with his 
squad of volunteers who chase after 
nudists on the village beach to daub 
them with blue paint. Morganti’s action 
has 
aroused 
controversy 
between 
conservatives who applaud him and 
others who accuse him of violating civil 
liberties. 


The government of President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing has thus far avoided 
taking a stand on the issue. Chances 
are it will come down on the side of per­ 
missiveness, in line with a recent 
decision to abolish film and theater 
censorship and bar only minors under 
18 from hard-core pornography. 


Despite occasional outbursts of in 
dignation among right-wing Gaullists 
and in traditionally conservative areas 
such as Corsica, municipalities all 
along France’s Mediterranean, Atlan­ 
tic and Channel coasts are one by one 
giving up the struggle against public 
nudism. 
In a departure from the straight- 
laced attitudes of his two predecessors, 
Giscard d’Estaing has let it be known 
that he does not approve of gendarmes 
who hide behind sand dunes to ambush 
nude bathers and march them off to 
jail. But since local authorities have 
much freedom in establishing their own 
by-laws, total nudism is still banned in 
the biggest and most prominent beach 
resorts

malpractice insurance crisis. 
Agreement came after a daylong 
deadlock Wednesday over limitations 
on attorneys’ fees and double recovery 
by victims in malpractice cases. The 
panel approved 6-0 a bill that would 
water down both sections. 
The conferees scrapped a legislative 
contingency fee schedule and asked the 
Ohio Surpeme Court to establish limits 
on law yers’ fees. The House-Senate 
committee 
recommended 
that 
the 
court set a maximum fee of one-third of 
a claimants settlement for attorneys at 
the common pleas court level. 
Under a new collateral source rule, 
personal benefits would be deducted 
from malpractice legal 
settlements 
only when the claimant did not pay 
directly or indirectly for the benefits, 
such as for workmen’s compensation or 
welfare payments. 
The Senate version of the collateral 
source rule had called for deductions of 
most 
personal 
benefits 
from 
any 
subsequent court awards. 
The committee’s action marked a 
victory for the Ohio B a r Association 
and the United Auto Workers, both of 
whom opposed the limitations on at­ 
torneys fees and insurance recovery.

Philadelphia, said he expected to bring 
the plan to a floor vote in the House late 
today. 
It loomed as a major obstacle to

questions about the crim e rate during a 
Voice of America interview recorded 
Wednesday for broadcast Saturday. 


Asked 
whether 
he 
believed 
the 
American public “ accepts the high 
level of crim e,” Levi replied, “ Yes, I 
do. It ’s amazing.” 


He continued, 
“ We have a very 
erroneous notion on the part of many 
people in prosecutors’ offices and in 
police departments that there was 
some 
unfairness 
in 
enforcing 
the 


crim inal law because it might hit at 
certain groups, that it might be harsh 
on minority groups.” 
But the attorney general added, “ The 
opposite is true. That kind of attitude 
which has given fewer services to the 
inner city, therefore less fire pro­ 
tection, fewer playgrounds, and above 
all, less enforcement of the crim inal 
law, is a terrible way to treat a 
minority population, and I think that is 
now coming to be realized. 
Levi said he expects “ great changes, 
really, in our success in handling this.” 
He cited the Ford administration’s 
proposal 
for 
mandatory 
minimum 
prison sentences for violent and serious 
federal offenders. 
However, 
the 
administration 
proposal would not reach most violent 
attacks and street crimes because they 
are violations of state law, not federal 
law.

B y The Associated Press 
An Israeli government source said 
today Egypt has “ accepted in general 
term s” Israe l’s concept for an interim 
agreement in the Sinai.

She said that when Monique w as 
three m onths old, her m other called to 
say she w as in a Las Vegas jail for 
stabbing her husband One y e a r later, 
she c a m e back to see the child That 
w as alm ost five y ea rs ago and she 
h a s n ’t returned. Mrs. D ucharm said. 
“ We sit and w atch television and 
have ice cre a m cones at n ight,” Mrs. 
D ucharm says of Monique. “ And every 
night she says, ‘Good night. M other. I 
love you. I love you. M other.” 
Mrs. D ucharm , a widow with th ree 
grown d aughters, lives in a traile r 
home. H er only incom e is $125 a m onth 
from Social Security and $75 a m onth 
from the sale of a house.

“ I told them th ey ’re not going to take 
her aw ay from me. She’s just like my 
own. I ve raised little Baby Doll since 
she w as two weeks old. I call her my 
little Baby D oll.”

Behind the scenes 


Dear Headers, 
I have been presenting this arts page 
for close to four months now, a t­ 
tempting to inform those who would 
like to becom e m ore involved with the 
arts what there is to do in the vicinity 
which is art-oriented. There is still a 
m uttered com plaint there is nothing to 
do in W ashington C H., but I feel this 
page has helped the situation to some 
extent. Anyway, due to an experience 
which happened to me earlier in the 
week I m ust adm it I’m mighty proud to 
live here, although it’s been only two 
years and m y roots stem from more 
exciting towns, having grown up in 
Cleveland, lived awhile in Los Angeles 
and generally traveled all over the 
country. 
It was last Sunday evening. I was 
sitting outside with my 
two dogs 
watching everything acquire a golden 
glow as the sun started its descent in 
the west. I lit a cigarette and began 
questioning m y life, my future, my 
purpose and whether or not I was 
fulfilling any niche’ in the cosmic order 
of things. I guess I was bored. 
I motioned to the dogs it was tim e to 
go inside when I faintly heard the 
telephone ringing. It was Sgt. Luther 
Anderson 
of 
the 
Washington 
C.H. 
Police D epartm ent. He told m e there 
were seven people consisting of a m an 
and wife, the m an ’s mother and the 
couple’s four daughters ranging in age 
from 8-12, 
who were en route to 
M aryland, but stranded in town for the 
night without accom m odations and he 
asked if I knew where they could be 
housed for the evening. I told him I’d 
call him back and proceeded to check 
with m ore knowledgeable persons in 
town, but no one seemed to be home, so 
when I returned the call I told Luther 
my apartm ent was small, but we could 
make do. I would be down in a few 
minutes to get them. 
The whole incident flooded m e with 
m em ories of being cold and hungry and 
worst of all lonely while I was traveling 
through the w est in 1972 in an attem pt 
(o find 
work 
as 
a 
journalist 
in 
California. M any tim es I felt I couldn’t 
take it anym ore and wanted to head 
back home and sit with fam iliar faces 
who I didn’t have to constantly prove 
my trust, honesty and worthiness to in 
an attem pt to rem ove their natural 
delusions of paranoia so prevalent in 
today’s society. It was during these 
times the good I had done thus far in 
my life cam e back to me which was the 
most im portant lesson 1 was to learn 
during my travels - during my life. 
During these tim es someone would 
appear, usually saying, “Wow, you’ve 
got Ohio license plates and you’re a 
long way from home. Do you need a hot 
meal, a show er, a warm place to 
stay ?” And now, three years later, I 
still keep in touch with the m any good 
people who took me in and re-kindled 
my slipping confidence, m aking me 
feel secure once again - giving me the 
strength to travel on. 
So, I went ot the police station and 
met the John Gosnell family. After they 
had some dinner at my place and the 
children w ere put to bed, sleeping on 
sofas and the floor, John and I sat up in 
the night 
sm oking cigarettes 
and 
drinking coffee, discussing the m any 
events which brought him to my S. 
Fayette S treet rest-stop. 
He had had an operation in his 
Baltimore, 
Md., 
hometown 
which 
turned out to be m ore complicated than 
expected. When he was well enough to 
return to work, his job had been filled 
by someone else. It was at this tim e he 
decided to g ath er up his fam ily and 
pursue a job opening out west and get a 
new start. 
Money was tight and a crippling blow 
was dealt when their rented car, 
overloaded with possessions necessary 
to re-locate and seven people, reached 
their 
destination 
and 
anticipated 
employment opportunity didn’t pan 
out. In despair they turned around to 
head back. 
In Colorado the car with all the 
possessions w as stolen and the fam ily 
set out in a snowstorm hitch-hiking 
with just the clothes on their backs. 
They were given aid in the towns they 
passed through by such organizations 
as the Salvation Army, various police 
departm ents and private citizens who 
were moved by the fam ily’s story, but 
as John put it, “ Many times we wound 
up in a town we would have liked to 
settle 
in. 
but 
the 
organizations 
dedicated to helping transients knew it 
was easier to buy a bus ticket than to 
find a man housing,a job, so we were 
always hurried on our way ag ain .” 
Many of Jo h n ’s stories m ade m e 
question what some people felt “ aid ” 
really was. T here were times they were 
given a room, but had to shoo the rats 
out first and brush the cockroaches out 
of the bed before lying down to get 
much needed rest. In one such place. 
John told of staying up all night 
propped against the room door in an 
effort to keep the drunks, who con­ 
stantly banged against it, from getting 
in. 
But, there w ere good times too. One 
of his favorite stories were coming 
across a Hilton Hotel in the m iddle of 
nowhere and talking the newly ap­ 
pointed m anager into giving up one of 
the 500 rooms - m any of them vacant 
to them for free. The m anager fell on 
the floor laughing and then 
John 


motioned his band of w ary troopers 
inside and it suddenly w asn’t so funny. 
The 
m anager 
then 
sum moned 
a 
chauffeur and told him to take the 
family in fhe Hilton Cadillac to the 
nearest ham burger joint for a meal 
“ I’ll never forget the look on those 
people’s faces in the fast-food carry-out 
when the big black car pulled up and we 
in our rags, entered dirty and road- 
weary, ordered ham burgers and were 
then wisked away back to the Hilton!” 
John exclaim ed laughing. 
John will have a favorite story to tell 
about Washington C.H. also. A story of 
how the “ Community with a Sm ile.” as 
the sign states on the CCC-Highway 
NW leading into town proved to him 
and his fam ily the smile was no facade, 
for 
it 
provided 
real 
friendship, 
brotherhood and help. 
The following day - we stopped 
talking as the sun cast everything in 
blue while m aking its ascent 
and 
decided to get some rest - I ran an 
article in Coffee Break explaining the 
fam ily’s plight and need of donations 
and 
clothing. 
The 
response 
was 
overwhelming! Clean clothes which fit 
all seven m em bers were brought to the 
city 
fire 
departm ent, 
along 
with 
donations 
totaling 
over 
$50. 
The 
Fayette County Welfare D epartm ent 
cam e up with food money and Lt. Cecil 
Seam an of the Washington C.H. Fire 
Departm ent even found an afternoon 
job for John, painting porches which 
allowed him to m ake his own way 
financially, re-kindling his own self- 
worth and value. 
It becam e apparent after two days 
and two nights my apartm ent w asn’t 
large enough to house eight people and 
two dogs and Ralph and Hazel Mar- 
chant stepped into the picture, offering 
their huge farm to the group so they 
could have sleeping accom m odations 
and some country peace and quiet 
before resum ing their trip. 
The family decided to travel on 
W ednesday afternoon, feeling m ore 
refreshed and much more confident 
than before. The clothing which they 
could not use or carry with them will be 
given to the United Churches Clothing 
Fund, which was the largest clothing 
contributor. This story is a rather in­ 


formal “thank you” to all who helped 
out - many did not leave their nam es - 
and as I type this final paragraph I 
wonder where John and his wife Pat, 
his m other and the four children are 
tonight on the road, but I’m confident 
they’ll m ake it back and I feel kinda 
warm inside knowing when things get 
tough again - and they probably will - 
the family can look back on Washington 
C.H , rem em bering the out-stretched 
helping hand extended to them holding 
the necessary faith to continue. 
It’s tim e to get down to business and 
I'm pleased to announce the prizes for 
the Photo of the Week contest are 
getting better all the time.

began to question his loyalty. 
There was nothing wrong with Daniel 
Boone’s patriotism 
he was just 
having a good time. Boone dearly loved 
the wild life of the American frontier. 
The wilderness was cruel to Boone at 


times. Indians tortured one of his sons 
to death. They cut off his brother’s head 
while Daniel was running for his own 
life a few yards away. .Another son died 
of an Indian bullet in the last battle of 
the Revolution. 

It 
provided a living. A good hunter could 
bring in several hundred deerskins in a 
season, with the market price some­ 
times as high as $5 dollars a skin. 
And a man could breathe in the 


wilderness. Life close to nature was the 
next thing to heaven for Daniel Boone. 
Two hundred years ago, as the 
American Revolution began, 
Boone 
was building Boonesborough, Ky ., after 
cutting the Wilderness Road which 
opened the great American interior to 
settlement. 
Boone was the complete Founding 
Father. He explored the land, blazed 
the trail, led in settlers, was elected to 
the provisional legislature that initially 


governed the new territory, and in­ 
troduced one of the first laws enacted in 
Kentucky, a bill to protect the wildlife. 


Then he did something which made 
him different from most explorers, the 
thing which made English America 
different. He went back and got his 
family. The frontier would be home 


Despite his reputation, Boone didn’t 
enjoy fighting Indians. He liked them. 
But when it came to fighting, he could 


outshout, outrun or outsmart just about 
anyone on the frontier 
Boone was a great soldier in one of 
the little known but dirtiest theaters of 
the Revolution, the western front where 
British officers and renegades led In­ 
dians against settlers. 
While hunting food for a saltmaking 
party. Boone was captured in 1778 by 
Shawnees Heading for Boonesborough 
Knowing the outpost was unprepared 
and could not survive the attack, Boone 


talked the Indians into settling for the 
salt party instead and then talked his 
companions into surrendering to save 
the settlement 
The brave pioneers so impressed 
their captors that the Indians adopted 
them Boone became the son of Chief 
Blackfish

compromise plan that would achieve 
the administration’s goal of boosting 
petroleum prices. At the same time, 
such a compromise would meet the 
demands 
of

Democrats that the price escalation be 
carried out over a longer period of time 
than

by 
the 
President. 


Meanwhile, the House leadership 
was to decide today whether an at­ 
tempt should be made to override 
Ford’s veto earlier this week of a bill 
that would have extended existing 
price controls and imposed new con­ 
trols. 


The vetoed bill would continue the 
$5.25 price ceiling on old oil and also 
would roll back new oil prices to $11.28 
a barrel from the current unregulated 
world market price of around $13. 
Old oil is from wells producing no 
more than their 1972 levels and makes 
up about 60 per cent of U.S. production. 
The $5.25 price ceiling expires Aug. 31, 
and it is widely anticipated that any 
sudden end to price controls would 
quickly drive up consumer costs for 
petroleum products. The House earlier 
this week killed Ford’s plan to allow old 
oil prices to rise gradually over a 30- 
month period.

Bureaucratic malfunction creating fuss

A malfunction in the bureaucratic 
machinery has left more than 
IOO 
Fayette County youths working without 
pay - at least for the moment 
Some $4,000 of these youngster7 
should have received in paychecks July 
14 is tied up in governmental red tape, 
and they do not expect to be paid 
before the end of this month. By the 
time their money arrives, some of the 
employes will have earned more than 
$300. 
Working under the Fayette County 
Community 
Action 
Commission’s 
summer youth program, the students 
have been employed without pay since 
the end of June. 
Fred Rost, director of the summ er 
youth program for Fayette County, 
said although the money has been 
guaranteed by the federal government, 
the funds are distributed by the state 
which has delayed its distribution. 
According to Mrs. Jean Lier, District 
5 representative to the Ohio Com­ 
munity Action Commission Manpower 
Committee, the situation is causing a 
great deal of difficulty in rural areas 
w hich operate on minimal budgets. Her 
office is situated in Sidney where she is 


a director of manpower programs for 
Champaign. Logan and Shelby coun 
ties. 
Mrs. Lier said Congress approved the 
funding of these programs June 17 and 
President Ford signed the bill the same 
day However, on June 18, the state 
auditor’s office closed for a bi-annual 
review of its books. Thus, the money to 
pay 
students 
in 
summer 
youth 
programs throughout the state laid 
dormant in Columbus 
When the auditor’s office reopened, a 
mass of paperwork awaited the staff, 
and the checks have not yet been 
received. Since the funds will definitely 
come 
eventually, 
there 
was 
little 
problem in large cities where the CAC’s 
have huge budgets. The money to meet 
the July payroll was simply borrowed 
from another fund. More rural areas, 
like Fayette County, do not have suf­ 
ficient funds elsewhere 
Rost eased tension here somewhat by 
requesting 
all 
the 
youths 
in 
the 
program to sign a disclaimer before 
they began their job assignment. It 
stated that although the funds had been 
approved, delayed receipt of the money 
would require a late payment. 
Each student was then employed 


with the understanding that he would 
be paid for the month of July in a lump 
sum at the end of the month or early in 
August With some students making as 
much as $168 in a two-week period they 
will have earned $336 by that time. 
Simply knowing that their paychecks 
would be late does not solve everything, 
however, Rost noted. Largely from 
very low-income families, the students 
sincerely need their money. 
He cited one case where one of the 
youths need eye glasses, but could not 
obtain them until paying. Fortunately, 
after being contacted by Rost, who 
explained the situation, the optometrist 
sent the glasses and will await payment 
later. 
Each student is employed by a non­ 
profit agency in the county, and to be 
eligible for employment, the youth 
must be returning to school in the fall. 
They may work up to 40 hours per 
week, depending on the employer’s 
needs and schedule. 
Some counties did not require their 
students to sign the disclaimer. When 
they were unable to meet the payroll, 
the students and their parents become 
quite upset. As yet, no Community 
Action organization has been taken to 


Rumsfeld raps federal regulation

Governors Conference had called for 
continued 
regulation

The governors also called for an end 
to regulation of prices at the wellhead 


for new natural gas wells for five years 
accompanied by an excess profits tax 
to encourage return of profits to new 
exploration. 
Rumsfeld told the governors that the 
Cost of Living Council, which he for­ 
merly headed, did little to stop inflation 
by controlling wages and prices. 
Rumsfeld, who is now 
President 
Ford’s assistant for domestic affairs, 
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also said the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, where he also worked was 
ultimately unable to satisfy the needs 
of those it was designed to help. 
“ It 
distresses 
me 
during 
this 
dialogue on energy that many people 
have not reviewed that experience.” 
He called them lessons that should 
have been learned about government 
invading the market place. 
He said he personally believes that 
further government control of energy 
“ would be a serious mistake in this 
country.” 
At the same time, Rumsfeld told the 
final session of the three-day con­ 
ference he believes efforts by President 
Ford have renewed confidence of the 
public in government. 
“ It is a difficult time to be in public 
life,” 
he 
sympathized 
with 
the 
governors, because of economic and 
unemployment problems coupled with 
fuel shortages and public apathy. 
Rumsfeld said the public “will no 
longer stand for nonsense” but will 
make decisions when given sufficient 
information.

Both sides play dangerous 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
in­ 
telligence officials say both the Israelis 
and the Egyptians have been playing a 
dangerous game of military moves to 
strengthen their negotiating positions 


These officials are concerned that 
one side or the other might go too far in 
military gestures and trigger an out­ 
break of fighting, even though neither 
apparently wants it to happen. 


The Egyptian decision Wednesday to 
renew the mandate of the United 
Nations peacekeeping force in the Sinai 
is expected to defuse tension along that 
front, at least for now. 


But U.S. analysts are worried that 
the potential for a military spasm may 
increase if Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s efforts to arrange another 
Israeli troop pullback in the Sinai 
should drag on or fail. 
The Israelis reportedly called up 
about 7,000 military reservists after the 
Egyptians indicated last week that they 
might not agree to an extension of the 
U.N. force in the buffer zone separating 
Egyptian and Israeli forces 
U.S. diplomats in Israel were told 
about the call-up by Israeli officials 
who said the action was in response to 
Egyptian 
moves.

Bus drivers, tax drivers and gas 
station attendants across the country 
are 
demanding 
“ exact 
change, 
please,’’ these days and officials say 
the move has caused a sharp drop in 
the number of robberies. 


“ It’s made all the difference in the 
world,’’ said John Askers, director of 
operations for the Louisville, Ky., area 
transit system. 


Askers said the exact-change system 
went into effect in 1968. “ We had 
holdups and robberies prior to that. We 
haven t had any since except for some 
operators who were held up and their 
own money taken. Now, we have issued 
orders that they not carry any money 
at all, even in their wallet.’’ 


An Associated Press survey showed 
the exact-change system started on 
public transit facilities and spread to 
taxicabs, gas stations and all-night 
grocery stores. Taxi drivers generally 
carry no more than $5 in change; gas 
stations and groceries limit the amount 
of money on hand in cash late at night 
so that sales people do not have to open 
a safe. 


What happens if you don’t have the 
right change? Practices vary from city 
to city. Some public transit systems 
give 
scrip 
in 
change, 
allowing 
passengers to get their extra money 
back at a central office. Some sell 
books of tickets. 
In many places, 
however, you’re simply out of luck 
unless you can find another passenger 
who will give you change.

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Consumers still holding back 


NEW YORK (AP) 
A rationale for 
forecasting an upturn in the economy is 
contained in the soaring personal in­ 
come and personal savings figures for 
June, although you’ll still find many 
people with a “ show me’’ attitude. 
Spurred 
by 
lower 
income 
tax 
withholding and by tax rebates, both 
figures indicate that consumers now 
are in a position to go out and buy 
houses and cars and other big ticket 
items. 
Disposable personal income — after 
tax income — jumped $63.3 billion in 
the second quarter, or nearly IO times 
the increase that had occurred during 
the first three months of the year 


Savings soared to an annual rate of 
$114.6 billion, which meant consumers 
were able to put away an astounding 
10.6 per cent of their disposable in 
come. It was the highest savings rate in 
29 years. 
A perspective on that level of savings 
is obtained by comparing it with the 
rate for other years During the past 25 
years, for instance, the U.S. rate has 
ranged between 4.9 per cent and 8.1 per 
cent. 
In the view of many economists, 
including some in Washington, the high 
level of savings means that the con­ 
sumer is poised for a buying assault 
that soon will bring the range back to 


“ normal’’ levels. 
Others point out, however, that the 
figures also mean the consumer hasn’t 
been buying, although he is in a position 
to do so. Houses, autos and many retail 
items remain unsold. 
The truth is that nobody can say with 
certainty just what a high level of 
savings means. Only a study of con­ 
sumer psychology, of the mental dis­ 
position of consumers, gives even a 
hint.

the dean of consumer

chologists, George Katona, observes, a 
buying situation is created only when

By Second District Court of Appeals 
Auto crash decision upheld 


The Second District Court of Appeals 
in Dayton has issued a ruling on a case 
stemming from an automobile accident 
in Oct., 1969 in which four persons were 
killed, including all three members of a 
Fayette County family. 
The suite was filed by Harry Wolfe, 
New Holland, the driver and sole oc­ 
cupant of one of the vehicles involved 
He 
had 
sought 
$175,(XX) 
as 
com­ 
pensation for injuries suffered in the 
two-vehicle collision 
The defendant in the case was Jack 
B. McKirgan, Ohio 207, father of Randy 
B. McKirgan, who drove the other 
vehicle and was fatally injured 
The 
defendant was the owner of the car 
Although Fayette county Common 
Pleas Court Judge Evelyn W. Coffman 
ruled in 1973 that there was no suf­ 
ficient evidence to sustain the plain­ 
tiff’s case, the decision was appealed to 
the Second District Court of Appeals 
which upheld the lower court ruling 
Wolfe stated in his petition (filed Dec 
IO, 1971) that the defendant’s car had 
been operated in a negligent manner, 
and since the defendant knew his son to 
be an unsafe driver, he too was liable 
for damages. 
The plaintiff cited a long list of in­ 
juries sustained in the mishap, some of 
which were said to be permanently 
disabling. He was hospitalized for some 
time following the accident. 
In addition to 20-year-old Randy, his 
wife Lucille, 18, their four-month old 
son 
Ricky, 
and 
Mrs. 
McKirgan's 
brother, Clint Mullins, 27, of Columbus, 
were killed. 
The McKirgan auto was northbound 
on Ohio 207 at the time of the accident

CANTON, Ohio (AP) — Canton has 
frozen East Ohio Gas Co. rates at their 
1974 level and the utility said Tuesday it 
would appeal the action to the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
Mayor Stanley Cmich signed the 
emergency legislation bringing about 
the freeze. 
Council also passed a 
resolution appropriating $30,000 to pay 
legal and technical costs involved. 
The PUCO, according to chairman C. 
Luther Heckman, can modify, uphold 
or change the rates. 
The City of Akron had earlier taken 
similar action on 
East Ohio rate 
requests. 
Heckman, in Columbus, said the 
freezing of rates by ordinance would 
have been unusual a couple of years 
ago but was now becoming com­ 
monplace. 
“In the past, the utilities and a 
municipality usually worked the rates 
out among themselves and we were not 
involved,” Heckman said. “That’s not 
true today.” 
Canton City Solicitor Harry E. Elide 
led the drive to freeze the rates at their 
April 1974 figure. Another portion of the 
ordinance sets 
the 
purchased 
gas 
adjustment clause at its June 1974 rate. 
East Ohio 
has 
41,146 residential 
customers in Canton. It sold about $27 
million worth of gas in the city in 1974.

House backs strong 
rape protection bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—The House 
has given resounding support to a bill 
aim ed at strengthening rape laws by 
encouraging the prosecution of rap ists 
and protecting the reputations of their 
victims. 
The bill 
w as approved 
98-0 and 
returned to the Senate for concurrence. 
If the upper ch a m b e r ag rees with the 
House version, the plan will be for­ 
w arded to Gov. J a m e s A Rhodes for 
im m ediate enactm ent. 
Rep Virginia Aveni, D-17 Cleveland, 
the House sponsor said forcible ra p e 
had in creased am ong violent crim es 
nationwide by 200 per cent since 1974. 
“ A w o m a n ’s life is shaped by the 
perpetual th re a t of ra p e ,’’ Mrs. Aveni 
said. She arg u ed the affect of the 
cu rren t law “ is often to put the victim 
on trial ra th e r than the ac c u s e d .’’ 


Supporters of a tougher rap e law, like 
Atty. 
Gen. 
William J. 
Brown 
who 
drafted the bill and Senate sponsor 
M arigene V aliquette, D -ll Toledo, say 
that m ost victim s never report assau lts 
b e c a u s e 
th e y 
f e a r 
e m b a r r a s s i n g 
courtroom situations. 


The Senate-approved bill would in 
most cases prohibit details of a v ic tim ’s 
sexual past from being introduced as 
evidence by the defense during a trial. 
Women would also no longer h av e to 
prove that they physically resisted 
their attac k e r. 


It would establish a m an d ato ry five- 
year sentence for a second offense with 
no opportunity for probation or parole 
A ssaults on youngsters under 13 would 
bring a m inim um IO years in prison on 
second conviction. 
Victims could hire their own law yers 
to represent them in court, in addition 
to g overnm ent prosecutors who handle 
rape cases under current law.
